A 38-year-old man is charged 
with murder after allegedly 
stabbing his ex-girlfriend to 
death Sunday night, creat¬ 
ing a crime scene one of Ed¬ 
monton’s most experienced 
investigators says is among 
the most “horrific” he’s seen. 

Police said Wednesday 
38-year-old Nadine Slcow was 
killed Sunday night or early 
Monday in her central Ed¬ 
monton apartment. 

A concerned co-worker, 


who had noticed Show’s ab¬ 
sence and had gone looking 
for her, discovered her body 
Tuesday morning. 

Police have charged Silva 
Koshwal with second-degree 
murder and indignity to a hu¬ 
man body in relation to the 
woman’s death. 

“The scene is probably one 
of the most horrific I’ve seen 
in my career as a police of¬ 
ficer, and I’ve been to hun¬ 
dreds of murder scenes,” said 
Staff Sgt. Bill Clark, a 36-year 
veteran of the Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Service, on Wednesday. “I 
won’t be able to comment on 
exactly what was done,” he 
said, adding later: “It’s grue¬ 
some what was done to her.” 

Scow’s death is now Ed¬ 
monton’s 13th homicide of

Uproar 
needed to 
save dogs 
in cars 


Weeks after people rallied behind 
a dog forced to live in a hot van, 
the issues that prevented Edmon¬ 
ton peace officers from rescuing 
the animal remain. 

Under the Animal Protection 
Act, animals have to be in a state 
of distress for officials to inter¬ 
vene. Those laws have not shift¬ 
ed, despite Mayor Don Iveson 
saying the city would work on it. 

“I wish the tools were differ¬ 
ent, but that is something we are 
going to have to work on with 
the province and with the Hu¬ 
mane Society in order to rectify,” 
Iveson said earlier this month. 

City bylaw officials, the Al¬ 
berta SPCA and the Edmonton 
Humane Society (EHS) all say the 
same thing: if people are upset 
about the dog in the van, they 
should contact their MLA. 

Roland Lines of the ASPCA 
said the organization would only 
weigh in when called upon. 

“If somebody from (the) gov¬ 
ernment says, ‘What do you 
think needs to change,’ we will 
certainly offer our opinions on 
that... but we can’t be lobbying 
for changes because we have to 
be upholding the laws,” he said. 

Human Society spokesman 
Travis Grant said his office is in 
the same boat and won’t be driv¬ 
ing change because it would be 
a “conflict of interest.”

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Algae bloom threatens triathlon

Scientists 
trying to nix 
toxic blue- 
green growths

A toxic blue-green algae bloom 
in Hawrelalc Park Lake has city 
staff and race officials working 
frantically to ensure the Edmon¬ 
ton ITU Triathlon can go ahead 
as planned. 

The triathlon, scheduled for 
Sept. 5, uses the lake for the 
swimming portion of the event 
and more than 1,000 athletes 
are set to take part. 

Sheila O’Kelly, the triathlon’s 
general manager, said if the 
algae can’t be removed or de¬ 
stroyed, the event will continue 
— but only with the running 
and cycling portions. 

“The entire event will not be 
cancelled,” she said. 

O’Kelly said Edmonton is not 


the first city to deal with bad 
water, and a hail storm can¬ 
celled the entire Edmonton race 
in 2004. 

“There isn’t anything that 
happens in triathlon that has 
never happened before,” she 
said. 

Dr. Chris Silcora, the AHS 
medical officer of health, said 
there are blooms on the lake and 
water tests have showed higher 
levels of algae than are safe. 

But, he said, that doesn’t 
mean the event has to be can¬ 
celled. 

“If held today, it wouldn’t 
be a smart idea, but we have 
some time,” he said. “I am not 
sure what the water quality is 
going to be like next Saturday.” 

Don Lowry, chairman of the 
triathlon, said they are going 
to tiy to work with AHS to deal 
with the problem. 

“Even if it is on the border¬ 
line, if somebody has to scratch 
their head and say, ‘I am not 
sure,’ we’re not running the 
event,” he said. “The good news 
is we have 10 days to deal with 
it.”

Jasper and Whyte crosswalk improvement underway

As a group concerned with 
pedestrian safety on Whyte 
Avenue prepares to host a day 
of action on Friday, the city 
is already improving several 
crosswalks on both Whyte and 


Jasper avenues. 

Traffic operations spokes¬ 
person Laura McNabb said 
there are four crosswalks on 
Jasper Avenue — at 113 Street, 
115 Street, 119 Street and 120 
Street — and two on Whyte 
Avenue — at 100 Street and 
82 Street — that have been 
updated with “pedestrian acti¬ 
vated traffic lights.” 


The city is installing regular 
red-yellow-green traffic lights 
that change at the push of a 
button from pedestrians. 

“They stay green unless 
there’s a pedestrian,” McNabb 
said. “Right now these are all 
zebra crosswalks. This is a step 
beyond that and even the flash¬ 
ing light ones ... this is a full 
traffic stop.” 


The change comes after city 
council adopted new crosswalk 
guidelines in June to comply 
with national standards. 

McNabb said the city identi¬ 
fied more than 100 crosswalks 
that would benefit from this 
treatment, and plans to install 
10 to 15 each year. She esti¬ 
mates each set of lights costs 
around $100,000. 


Coun. Michael Oshry said 
councillors share safety con¬ 
cerns with the people of Ed¬ 
monton and would roll out 
the new crosswalks faster if 
possible, but “the challenge 
with this is, obviously, money.” 

“(They) are surprisingly ex¬ 
pensive to put in and there 
are more crosswalks than we 
have money for,” he said. “The 


city prioritizes them based on 
a bunch of different criteria.” 

McNabb said the new Jasper 
crosswalks will be working by 
September, while the two on 
Whyte will be ready by the 
end of October and December, 
respectively. 

In 2014, there were approxi¬ 
mately 345 pedestrian colli¬ 
sions in the city.

Smoke from forest fires in 
Washington State that has 
choked Calgaiy for days drift¬ 
ed farther north Wednesday, 
prompting health officials to 
issue similar air quality advis¬ 
ories for Edmonton, as well. 

Officials said current con¬ 
ditions mean even healthy 
people could face irritation 
of their eyes and throat, as 
well as shortness of breath, 
when they step outside. Win¬ 
dows and doors should be kept 
shut, furnaces turned down 
and fresh air intakes closed. 

The Air Quality Health Index 
is a scale from one to 10 and 


Edmonton was sitting at three 
on Wednesday afternoon, but it 
was forecast to rise to six over¬ 
night and eight on Thursday. 

An eight on the scale is con¬ 
sidered an “extreme risk” and 
is similar to the heavy smoke 
conditions Calgary has seen 
for most of the week, where 
the number stood at four, but 
was expected to rise to 10 by 
Thursday. 

Medical officer of health Dr. 
Chris Silcora said people — es¬ 
pecially those with existing res¬ 
piratory conditions — should 
be careful. 

“They should monitor their 
symptoms, they should mon¬ 
itor the air quality outside,” 
he said. “That is really going 
to fluctuate over the next 24 
to 48 hours. 

Environment Canada me¬ 
teorologist Bill McMurty said 
winds will keep smoke in the 
air for a few more days, mostly 
in southern and central Al¬ 
berta, but Edmonton will be 
affected as well. 

“The main theme is going 
to be smoke in the air over

the next several days until 
the winds in the upper level 
change,” he said. 

He said he expects that 
change to take place toward 
the end of the weekend or into 
next Monday.

Air quality putting 
family pets at risk 



HEALTH ISSUES 

Keep animals 
indoors and 
limit walks, 
say experts 

The appearance of the sun 
through the city’s smoky air con¬ 
ditions might be breathtaking 
for some Calgarians, but for pets 
that could mean a serious res- 
piratoiy issue. 

The Calgary Humane Society is 
warning Calgarians to keep their 
pets indoors and limit walks until 
the air quality improves. 

“We’re advising people to 
limit that activity,” said Sage 
McIntosh, the society’s manager 
of communications. “Especially 
breeds that have shorter snouts, 
like pugs and Boston terriers 
— they’re already prone to res- 
piratoiy issues, [so] they might 
be more sensitive to air quality 
concerns.” 

The poor air can cause lung 
and eye irritation and puts pets 
with asthma at a heightened risk. 

Luckily, several Calgary veter¬ 
inary hospitals are saying resi¬ 
dents have been pretty smart 


about taking care of their pets 
in this weather. 

“We’ve been seeing a few 
more eye issues,” said Wendy 
McClelland with Vets to Go. “But 
mostly, Calgarians are pretty 
good at looking after their dogs.” 

Veterinarian Marie Holo- 
waychulc with Western Veter¬ 
inary said it can be particularly 
difficult for pet owners with 
smaller spaces. 

“It’s pretty hard for those of us 
who live in an apartment build¬ 
ing and you have to take your 


pet outside for a walk to use the 
bathroom,” said Holowaychulc. 
“My recommendation to those 
people is to definitely keep the 
walks shorter than you normally 
would.” 

She suggests limiting walks 
to early morning or late evening 
when conditions are a bit better. 
Also try to limit the amount of 
smoky air that gets into your 
home, as other animals like cats, 
birds and rabbits are also suscept¬ 
ible to air pollutants.

The city’s next LRT line should 
be delivered on time and on 
budget, but it could have one 
major drawback, as one coun¬ 
cillor worries the public-pri¬ 
vate partnership being used 
to build it could leave less 
room for community voices. 

On Tuesday, city council¬ 
lors got an update on the 
Valley Line, which will run 
from Edmonton to Mill Woods 
and Coun. Ben Henderson 
said he’s concerned the P3 
building process might make 
it harder for citizens to be 
heard. 

“It has always been my 
worry about a P3 that we 
might lose our ability that 
we usually have to deal with 
citizen concerns, as it goes 
forward.” 

A P3, or public-private- 
partnership, gives the win¬ 
ning bidder the contract not 
just to design and build the 


line, but to oversee the whole 
process and operate it for 30 
years once construction is 
complete. 

The project’s winning bid¬ 
der should be selected by ear¬ 
ly next year and once the de¬ 
tailed contract is signed, they 
will be in charge of bringing 
the line into service. 

Henderson said that means 
when community issues in¬ 
evitably come up, about con¬ 
struction noise or tree loss as 
examples, the city won’t be as 
involved as it would be with 
a normal contract. 

“Part of the nature of the 
P3 is that you hand those deci¬ 
sions to them,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
city has always been aware 
the P3 process had this chal¬ 
lenge and that’s why they’ve 
developed a detailed and 
rigorous contract for the Val¬ 
ley Line including community 
consultation. 

“We’re mindful of all of 
those challenges and don’t 
want to lose those lessons we 
learned for good commun¬ 
ity engagement on both the 
south LRT line and the Metro 
line.” 

He said the city can’t get 
bogged down in the details. 

“We can burn an awful lot 
of staff time trying to please 
everyone or we can get on 
with building a city.”

A tale of two deals 

The Metro Line and the Val¬ 
ley Line are both major LRT 
projects, but the arrange¬ 
ment with the contractors 
are dramatically different for 
both projects. Here's how 
the deals differ: 

Metro Line: 

• Cost: $665 million 

• Contract: The city con¬ 
tracted one contractor to 
build the line and another 
to build the signaling sys¬ 


tem, both with a standard 
contract. 

The contract allows the 
city to withhold final pay¬ 
ment until the work is done, 
which it's currently do¬ 
ing with signal contractor 
Thales. 

• After completion: Once 
the trains are finally up and 
running at full speed, the 
city will have relatively little 
involvement with the con¬ 
tractor. 

Thales could still provide 


maintenance for the system, 
but the relationship will be 
less involved. 

Valley Line: 

• Cost: $1.8 billion (esti¬ 
mated) 

• Contract: As a P3, the win¬ 
ning contractor will have a 
30-year relationship with 
the city and will lose pay¬ 
ments if the line isn't ready 
on time. 

While the city is giving a 
lot of specific parameters. 


the contractor will build the 
system, do final design on 
the line and even select the 
trains that carry passengers, 
with limited public involve¬ 
ment. 

• After completion: The 
city's relationship with the 
contractor won't end when 
ribbons get cut and the first 
train glides down the track. 

The winning company will 
operate all the trains and 
perform maintenance for 30

Ferguson to Notley: Budget soon, please

Child deaths to be 
reviewed: Minister 


The head of Edmonton’s Eco¬ 
nomic Development Corpora¬ 
tion is calling on the prov¬ 
incial government to deliver 
a budget soon or risk losing 
jobs by creating financial 
uncertainty. 

Brad Ferguson, president 
and CEO of EEDC, argued 
in a blog post it’s past time 
the province introduced a 
budget. 

“People expect more. And 


when you can taste fear hov¬ 
ering in the air ... people 
need action,” reads the blog. 

The NDP didn’t table a 
budget after the spring elec¬ 
tion, but has promised to 
after the legislature resumes 
in late October. 

But Ferguson said busi¬ 
nesses need the information 
now. 

“We have businesses go¬ 
ing into their fall planning 


right now and they need to 
make decisions and there is 
still a lot of moving parts,” 
he said. 

Ferguson’s role is to at¬ 
tract business to Edmonton 
and he said companies con¬ 
stantly tell him they want to 
know what the government 
is planning. 

In a statement, the pre¬ 
mier’s spokesperson Cheryl 
Oates, said the government 


was taking the time to 
talk to Albertans and build 
a budget that reflects their 
values. 

“That’s how sensible, bal¬

Oil volatility hurting 
bottom line: Notley 


Alberta Premier Rachel Not¬ 
ley says continued oil-price 
volatility could be affecting 
the province’s bottom line 
even more than the former 
Tory government predicted. 

The NDP premier isn’t shar¬ 
ing much about what might 
be in the 2015-16 budget 
when it comes down in Oc¬ 
tober. 

But she did say keeping 
on top of oil prices remains 
a priority. The price per bar¬ 
rel hovered around $60 US 


when Notley’s New Democrats 
were elected in May, but has 
since fallen to below $40 US 
a barrel. 

The budget introduced but 
never passed by the Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives under Jim 
Prentice last March predicted 
a record $ 5-billion deficit for 
the current fiscal year.

Death fifth 
female 
homicide 
this year

Silva Koshwal, the man charged 
with stabbing Nadine Slcow to 
death, allegedly entered her 
three-storey apartment build¬ 
ing at 10650 104 St. Sunday 
night and mistakenly walked 
into another woman’s unlocked 
apartment on the top floor. He 
then entered the victim’s apart¬ 
ment across the hall after the 
woman confronted him. 

The woman who confronted 
him didn’t call police. 

Edmonton Police Service 
Staff Sgt. Bill Clark, one of the 
city’s top homicide investiga¬ 
tors, said this tragedy could 
possibly have been prevented 
had neighbours called police 
after the invasion. 

“People here in this building 
heard things happened and they 
just didn’t call police. There is 
a possibility that if police were 
called this might not have hap¬ 
pened,” Clark said. 

Clark said this hesitancy 
to call police about potential 
crimes is a mindset that needs 
to change in Edmonton. 

“Sometimes they think they 
shouldn’t bother us, but that’s 
what we’re here for,” he said. 
“The public definitely needs to 
get more involved.” 

Show’s death was initially 
declared “suspicious” when 
police were called to the scene 
in the Central McDougall neigh¬ 
bourhood at 9:20 a.m. Tuesday 
morning. 

Her death was the second 
death declared suspicious with¬ 
in six days. On Aug. 20, Lan 
(Lana) Kasjaniulc, 51, was found 
dead in the area of 108 Street 
and 108 Avenue at around 12:30 
p.m. Her death was also de¬ 
clared suspicious. 

An autopsy on Kasjaniulc’s 
body was completed, but a 
cause of death has not been 
released. 

Homicide detectives are in¬ 
vestigating, but no charges have 
been laid. 

“None of these suspicious 
deaths we are investigating re¬ 
cently appear to be random in 
nature,” Clark told reporters 
on Tuesday. 

Nadine Show’s death is the 
fifth female homicide this year, 
an “inordinately high number” 
compared to previous years, 
Clark said. 

Two people have now been 
charged with two of these homi¬ 
cides, and Clark said police have 
suspects in the other three. An 
arrest is imminent with one of 
them, he added.

Parties trade 
barbs over 
fitness as fiscal 
managers 

Canada’s three main political 
leaders traded accusations of 
fiscal recklessness and promises 
of budget prudence Wednesday 
as the health of the economy 
dominated the federal election 
campaign for a third straight day. 

NDP Leader Tom Mulcair, try¬ 
ing to carve out a place for his 
party on the mantle of econom¬ 
ic management, promised that 
a New Democrat government 
would deliver a balanced budget 
next year, no matter what. 

Easier said than done, coun¬ 
tered Liberal Leader Justin Tru¬ 
deau, who suggested — even as 
he billed his party as a champion 
of fiscal responsibility — that 
balancing the books would likely 


be a matter of years. 

All of which left Conservative 
Leader Stephen Harper saying 
what he’s been saying all along: 
the budget is balanced now but 
won’t be for long if either the 
NDP or Liberals form the next 
federal government. 


Asked during a campaign 
event in London, Ont., whether 
an NDP government would run 
a deficit, Mulcair was unequivo¬ 
cal: “We are not entertaining any 
thought of that.” 

However, doing away with the

measure won’t produce enough 
extra revenue to cover his spend¬ 
ing promises, Mulcair conceded. 

He said he will soon detail 
how he will stay in the black 
while implementing new pro¬ 
grams, including an ambitious 
promise of a million child-care 
spaces within eight years. 

Trudeau was electioneering 
on the outskirts of Toronto, an 
area that looms as a key elec¬ 
tion battleground. He promised 


to give teachers a tax break on 
school supplies they buy with 
their own money — and dis¬ 
missed the Conservative govern¬ 
ment’s claims that the federal 
budget is already balanced. 

Balancing the books will be a 
Liberal priority, he added, but it 
won’t be easy. “How many years 
it takes to balance that budget 
is what we will be talking about 
in the coming days and weeks.”

Politicians alienate women

Finance Minister Joe Oliver’s 
decision to give a speech at a 
private men’s club shows just 
how badly politicians can “screw 
up” their appeal to female vot¬ 
ers, one political expert argues. 

“It’s shocking to me that, even 
today, there are political cam¬ 
paigns and political leaders who 
don’t understand the optics of 
choosing to alienate half of the 
population of Canada,” said Siri 
Agrell, vice-president of com¬ 
munications firm Pilot PMR. 

It follows a week of candidates’ 
flat-footed responses to women’s 
issues that have cropped up on 


the campaign trail. 

Oliver’s misstep was booking 
a speaking engagement at Toron¬ 
to’s Cambridge Club, then back¬ 
ing out with hours to spare Wed¬ 
nesday after facing fire online. 

Earlier this week, Green Party 
Leader Elizabeth May’s platform 
was called “anti-feminist,” for¬ 
cing the party to make changes. 
A debate dedicated to women has 
also been cancelled after Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper and the 
NDP’s Tom Mulcair bowed out. 

“The timing couldn’t be more 
superb for the opposition and 
worse for the Prime Minister,” 
said Janni Aragon, a feminist pol¬ 
itical scientist at the University 
of Victoria. “In terms of optics, 
not good.” 

The men’s club controversy 


reinforces the public’s view of 
the Conservatives as the party 
“aligned with elite, white male 
experience,” Agrell said. 

The optics aren’t good for Mul¬ 
cair either, Agrell said. But, he’s 
done a better job of talking about 
policies, such as child care, that 
appeal to women. 

The Liberals’ campaign for 
female voters, meanwhile, has 
been “quite savvy,” Agrell noted. 

When the controversy over 
Oliver’s speech emerged, the 
Grits quickly organized. Univer- 
sity-Rosedale candidate Chiystia 
Freeland gate-crashed the private 
club in front of the media. Oli¬ 
ver’s Liberal opponent immedi¬ 
ately started offering interviews, 
criticizing Oliver for ignoring rid¬ 
ing issues in favour of Bay Street.

NDP poised to win 174 
seats, finds new poll 

The New Democratic Party 
has the backing of an un¬ 
precedented majority in the 
House of Commons, a new 
poll has found. 

The Forum Research 
poll for Torstar News Ser¬ 
vice projects the NDP has 
enough support to win 174 
seats in the Oct. 19 election. 
Justin Trudeau's Liberals 
now sit in second place with 
30 per cent support, while 
Stephen Harper's Conserva¬ 
tives are losing support and 
have the backing of just 23 
per cent of the 1,440 Can¬ 
adians surveyed. 

The poll, conducted on 
Sunday and Monday, may 
have captured anger at the 
revelations emerging from 
testimony of Conservative 
officials at Sen. Mike Duffy's 
fraud trial, as well as the 
recent stock market scare, 
which has heightened talk 
of a faltering economy, said 
Forum Research president 
Lome Bozinoff. 

"Maybe you could say 
it's a perfect storm for the 
Tories because they're the 
ones who seem to have 
taken this on the chin," he 
said. "We've said all along 
that if this economy goes 
south it's over for the Tories. 
They're in charge, they're it 
and on top of that they've 
built a lot of their campaign 
around being great eco¬ 
nomic managers." 

Harper's campaign 
headaches seem to have 
benefited the NDP, which 
now has 54 per cent sup¬ 
port in Quebec, 41 per cent 
in Manitoba and Saskatch¬ 
ewan, and 39 per cent in 
British Columbia. 

In Ontario, the prov¬ 
ince with the most seats in 
the House of Commons, 
Mulcair's New Democrats 
lead with 36 per cent of 
respondents saying they 
would vote for the party.

Canadian 
agency shops 
in Moscow for 
rare devices

Canada may have slapped sanc¬ 
tions on Russia, but there’s ap¬ 
parently one thing we still need 
Moscow for: space bracelets. 

Newly released documents 
show the Canadian Space Agency 
planned to buy unique bracelets 
from a Russian state-funded or¬ 
ganization earlier this year. 

The agency needed the devices 
for a Canadian-led science ex¬ 
periment to measure the cardio¬ 
vascular health of astronauts on 
the International 
Space Station. 

Canada has 
taken a tough 
stance against 
Russian President 
Vladimir Putin’s 
government 
since its incur¬ 
sion into Crimea. 

It has levied in¬ 
creasingly strict 
sanctions. Prime 
Minister Stephen 
Harper even told 
Putin to “get out 
of Ukraine” at a 
G20 conference. 

But a January 
briefing note to 
then-industry- 
minister James 
Moore said the Canadian Space 
Agency needed to buy the brace¬ 
lets from Russia because they 
weren’t available anywhere else. 

“Important Vascular Echo ex¬ 
periments are scheduled to start 
in August 2015 through the use 
of a unique device (‘bracelet’) 


that is produced only by the 
Russian Institute of BioMedical 
Problems,” the note says. “No 
alternative provider exists.” 

Metro obtained the document 
under the Access to Informa¬ 
tion Act. 

The Russian institute is a non¬ 
commercial organization that re¬ 
ceives state funds but isn’t man¬ 
aged by any particular ministiy, 
according to the briefing note. 

The document goes on to say 
there was consultation with the 
Department of Foreign Affairs, 
Trade and Development, which 
resulted in an assessment that 
the bracelets would fall under 
a special exception. 

According to an outline of 
the Vascular Echo study on the 
NASA website, crew returning 
from the International Space 
Station have had stiffer arteries, 
which can cause higher blood 
pressure and increase risk of 
cardiovascular 
disease. 

The study 
will examine 
changes in the 
astronauts’ 
blood vessels 
and hearts in 
space, then 
follow their 
recovery on 
Earth. Its re¬ 
sults could 
help with 
astronauts’ 
cardiovascu¬ 
lar health and 
could also help 
people on 
Earth, where 
sedentaiy life¬ 
styles are asso¬ 
ciated with the development 
of cardiovascular risk factors 
including arterial stiffness. 

The project is one of four new 
Canadian science experiments 
set to be conducted aboard the 
International Space Station start¬ 
ing this fall.

A Halifax feline known as Earl 
Grey is making the leap to fed¬ 
eral politics — and cat-crazy 
folks around the world are 
watching. 

“We actually have more 
American followers on our 
Faceboolc page than we do 
Canadians,” Hugh Chisholm, 


Earl’s owner and spokesman, 
said Wednesday. 

Earl is currently leader of 
the Tuxedo Party of Canada 
— a group concerned with the 
ethical treatment of animals 
in the country. His symbolic 
campaign was announced this 
week. 

“Because Earl is a cat, he 
obviously can’t go from rid¬ 
ing to riding soliciting votes,” 
Chisholm said. To make up 
for Earl’s lack of mobility, the 


Tuxedo Party has launched a 
virtual election tour. They’re 
mailing paper cutouts of Earl 
and his brother, TJ, so folks 
can take photos with them 
and have them posted on the 
website. 

However, there’s a serious 
side to Earl’s story. 

“We want whoever’s elect¬ 
ed in government... to take a 
serious look at rewriting the 
Animal Cruelty Act (of 1882),” 
Chisolm said.

Killings seen on live TV 

TRAGEDY 

Gunman also 
posted video of 
shootings on 
social media 

A TV reporter and cameraman 
were shot to death on live tele¬ 
vision Wednesday by their for¬ 
mer colleague, a journalist who 
also recorded himself carrying 
out the killings and then posted 
the video on social media. 

The gunman, who was fired 
in 2013 from WDBJ in Roanoke, 

Va., fled the scene and went 
online, posting the video on 
Faceboolc and Twitter. He also 
reportedly faxed a 23-page mani¬ 
festo and “suicide note” to ABC 
News, describing himself as a 
“human powder keg” that was 
“just waiting to go BOOM!!!!” 

Vester Lee Flanagan II, 41, 
who appeared on WDBJ as Biyce 
Williams, had evidently been 
planning the attack for some 
time, authorities said. As he fled, 
he switched vehicles, picking up 
a rental car he had previously 
reserved at an airport. Troopers 
caught up with him hours later

and hundreds of miles away 
after he fatally shot himself and 
ran off the road. 

The live spot by reporter 
Alison Parker and cameraman 
Adam Ward was nothing out of 
the ordinary: They were inter¬ 
viewing a local official at an 
outdoor shopping mall for a

tourism story. Then, at about 
6:45 a.m., morning show view¬ 
ers saw Parker suddenly scream 
and run, ciying “Oh my God,” 
as she fell. Ward fell, too, and 
the camera he had been hold¬ 
ing on his shoulder captured a 
fleeting image of the suspect 
holding a handgun. 


WDBJ quickly switched back 
to the anchor at the station, her 
eyes large and jaw dropping as 
she said, “OK, not sure what 
happened there.” The station 
later went live again, reporting 
on their own staff as the stoiy 
developed. 

Parker and Ward died at the 
scene after the gunman fired 
about 15 shots. Their inter¬ 
view subject, Vicki Gardner, 
was in stable condition later 
Wednesday after surgery for 
her wounds. 

Video posted on Biyce Wil¬ 
liams’ Twitter account and Fa- 
ceboolc page hours later showed 
an outstretched arm holding the 
handgun. The shooter walked up 
to the victims and stood a few 
feet away, but with all three in 
the midst of the live TV inter¬ 
view, none seemed to notice. 
The gunman waited until Ward’s 
camera was pointed at Parker, 
and then fired repeatedly. 

The shooting happened 
around 6:45 a.m. at Bridgewater 
Plaza in Franklin County, as Par¬ 
ker interviewed Gardner about 
the upcoming 50th anniversary 
festivities for Smith Mountain 
Lake, a local tourism destina¬ 
tion.

Colorado theatre shooter 
sentenced to life in prison 

The man who opened fire 
on a packed Colorado 
movie theatre was ordered 
Wednesday to serve life in 
prison plus 3,318 years. 

Judge Carlos A. Samour 
Jr. ordered James Holmes, 
28, to serve 12 consecutive 
life sentences without the 
possibility of parole, one for 
each of the people he killed 
in the July 20, 2012 attack. 
He added 3,312 years for 70 
convictions of attempted 
murder, and six years for an 
explosives charge.

No more 
Oreos for 
Trump 

Republican presidential candi¬ 
date Donald Trump repeated 
his claim Tuesday evening 
that he would stop eating 
Oreos, citing the cookie mak¬ 
er’s decision to close a plant 
in Chicago and move it to 
Mexico. 

“I’m never eating Oreos 
again,” Trump said, before 
adding that he would consider 
it if he could find some that 
were made in the U.S. 

Trump’s claim is partly 
true. 

Oreo’s parent company 
Mondelez International Inc. 
announced its decision last 
month to invest $130 million 
in building four new produc¬ 
tion lines at a plant in Mex¬ 
ico, which will replace nine 
older production lines at its 
Chicago plant. 

The number of jobs at the 
Chicago plant will go from 
about 1,200 to about 600, said 
Laurie Guzzinati, a Mondelez 
representative, but the plant 
in Chicago will remain open. 

Guzzinati noted that Oreos 
continue to be made in some 
U.S. plants, including in New 
Jersey, Oregon and Virginia.

Migrants thwart razor fence 


Clambering over the razor- 
wire fence or crawling under 
it, migrants surged Wednesday 
across the Serbian border into 
Hungaiy. Then they jostled to 
formally enter the countiy so 
they could quickly leave it, head¬ 
ing toward more prosperous 
European Union nations on a 
desperate quest to escape war 
and poverty. 

In Roszlce, a Hungarian bor¬ 
der town, police used tear gas to 
break up a brief scuffle involving 
about 200 migrants requesting 
asylum, mostly from Syria, Iraq 
and Afghanistan. Police said 
the migrants were growing im¬ 
patient with registration delays. 

So far the Hungarian border 
fence, which is being hastily 
built to keep the migrants 
out, consists of three layers of 
razor wire along the country’s 
174-kilometre border with Serb¬ 
ia. But it’s hardly a formidable 
barrier. 

One group of migrants, in¬ 
cluding women and children, 
crawled under it Wednesday, 
using blankets, sleeping bags, 
jackets and a stick to raise the 
wire. As a police car approached, 
they dashed through a field. 

“(It’s been) very, very diffi¬ 
cult,” Odei, a Syrian migrant 
from Daraa, said once he 
reached Hungary. “We were 
here from yesterday. We are 
veiy hungiy. There’s no food, 


there’s no medicine for the chil¬ 
dren, there’s nothing. We are 
so tired.” 

These migrants are follow¬ 
ing the Balkans route, from 
Turkey to Greece by sea, up 
north to Macedonia by bus or 
foot, by train through Serbia 
and then walking the last few 
miles into EU member Hungaiy. 
That avoids the more dangerous 
Mediterranean Sea route from 
North Africa to 
Italy, where doz¬ 
ens of bodies were 
found Wednesday 
in the hull of a 
smugglers’ boat 
that was rescued 
off Libya’s north¬ 
ern coast. 

Once inside 
the 28-nation EU, 
most migrants 
seek to reach rich¬ 
er nations such as Germany, The 
Netherlands or Sweden. 

Over 10,000 migrants, includ¬ 
ing many women with babies 
and small children, have crossed 
into Serbia over the past few 
days and headed toward Hun¬ 
gary. 

On the Serbian side of the 
border, groups of migrants were 
camping or strolling along the 
Hungarian fence Wednesday, 
looking for ways to beat it. An 
old blanket was thrown over it 
at one spot to cover the razor 


wire, a hole was dug under it 
elsewhere. 

The migrants’ goal is to cross 
without being spotted by Hun¬ 
garian border police so they 
will not be detained and sent 
to Hungarian asylum centres, 
where they are fingerprinted. 
The migrants don’t want to go 
through the asylum process in 
financially struggling Hungaiy. 

“If I get fingerprinted in 
Hungaiy, I don’t 
go to Germany,” 
explained Abdul 
Majed, a 25-year- 
old language 
student from 
Syria. “We make 
fingerprints in 
Germany, so you 
will be a refugee 
in Germany, not 
in Hungaiy.” 
Even when 
they are fingerprinted in Hun¬ 
gaiy, many still head north and 
west to wealthier countries. 

By Wednesday morning, 1,302 
migrants had already been de¬ 
tained at Hungaiy’s southern 
border with Serbia, according 
to Karoly Papp, Hungary’s na¬ 
tional police chief. Police said 
2,533 migrants were detained 
Tuesday, up from 2,093 on Mon¬ 
day, with the numbers setting 
records nearly eveiy day.

Project Grace and Mercy 


This is the second in a three- 
part series on New Orleans 4 
ongoing struggles ahead of 
the 10th anniversary of Katrina. 

It’s only 10 a.m., and already 
it’s dripping, sweltering hot — 
the kind of heat that makes you 
wonder why you put on a clean 
shirt at all. 

Errol Joseph goes through 
three or four a day, working on 
his home in New Orleans’ Lower 
Ninth Ward, a community made 
famous by catastrophic flooding 
after the levees failed in the wake 
of Hurricane Katrina. 

Joseph, 64, is getting into 
his van when I arrive early one 
morning. He’s taking a rest in 
the shaded driver’s seat before 
heading to the Home Depot for 
supplies. 

His house was heavily dam¬ 
aged in flooding that left 100 
per cent of the neighbourhood 
uninhabitable. And 10 years later, 
he’s still rebuilding. 

Around him, volunteers in 
purple T-shirts cut tile, paint 
doorways and tape ceilings. Some 
are from France, some from other 
parts of the U.S. All are offering 
free labour through a small non¬ 
profit called lowemine.org. 

Executive director Laura Paul 
was living in Montreal when 
Hurricane Katrina hit on Aug. 
29, 2005. In January of 2006, 
she stopped in New Orleans as 
part of a road trip, intending to 
volunteer for a few days. 

She never left.

Paul, 44, started out with 
Emergency Communities, a char¬ 
ity formed in the wake of Katrina, 
living in a tent in nearby St. Ber¬ 
nard Parish for nine months. She 
was a founding board member 
for lowernine.org, created in 
late 2006 with the realization 
that at some point house gut¬ 
ting would need to give way to 
house rebuilding. 

“Katrina did not discrimin¬ 
ate,” she says her voice rising a 
few decibels. “It’s true. Eighty 
per cent of the city flooded.” 
She pauses. “Disasters don’t dis¬ 
criminate —recoveries do. That’s 
an absolute reality.” 

A reality borne out by a study, 
released Monday by Louisiana 
State University, that found the 


black population has declined 
since Katrina while the white 
population has increased, and 
white median income is more 
than double that of blacks, and 
has grown three times as fast. 

The Lower Ninth is a stark 
microcosm of the inequality. 
While 79 per cent of New Or¬ 
leans’ overall population has 
returned, the figure in the Lower 
Ninth—once a dense commun¬ 
ity of mostly black homeowners 
— is 36.7 per cent. 

Joseph was bom and bred on 
this block of the Lower Ninth, 
and he points out the lots where 
his neighbours used to live: Miss 
Elsie and Mr. Jesse, Reverend 
and Mrs. Sutton, Lady Dora, Mr. 
Alexander, the Gilmores, and the 
Simmons. 

It’ll have taken 10 years by the 
time he moves home (he hopes) 
for Thanksgiving. He recounts a 
decade-long maze of paperwork, 
meetings, damage estimates and 
mixed messages from govern¬ 
ment agencies tasked with resi¬ 
dential rebuilding. The process 
has caused his thick black curls 
to grey, his weight to balloon 
100 pounds. 

“I’m exhausted,” he says. “We 
have exhausted my retirement, 
my wife’s retirement, our cof¬ 
fee cans,” he says. He lists the 
friends he owes money: the weld¬ 
er, the guy who installed the 
electricity pole on his property* 
the guy who helped him raise 
his house to meet the required 
height guidelines. 


Joseph got hooked up with 
lowemine.org in 2009, and since 
then “Laura has been on my side 
through thick and thin. I started to 
give up several times. Laura would 
say, ‘No, we going, we going.’” 

Joseph’s is a stoiy of bureau¬ 
cratic chaos that makes his home 
a testament to both a disaster, 
and a miracle. He calls it Project 
Grace and Mercy. 

Certainly, there aren’t many 
other constmction sites in the 
neighbourhood. 

While rents across the city 
have soared post-Katrina and 
housing prices are rising, land

value in the Lower Ninth has 
stayed low, first because the city 
originally decided part of the area 
would become green space, and 
then because of the slow recov¬ 
ery. There was even a failed plan 
last year to sell lots for $100 each. 

Operating on an annual budget 
of just $149,000, lowemine.org 
has built 77 houses — only 23 
fewer than Brad Pitt’s much bet¬ 
ter-known and -funded Make it 
Right foundation. It is a stagger¬ 
ingly lean organization and it 
typically provides only labour. 
Homeowners need to provide 
building materials. 

Lowemine.org isn’t perfect. 
Most of the volunteers need guid¬ 
ance and supervision, sometimes 
there’s a language barrier, and 
some only stay a week or two. 
Then a whole new batch needs 
training. 

But I met half a dozen while 
I was there, and many were re¬ 
peat volunteers. Graham Hyde, 
a sardonic 72-year-old from Eng¬ 
land via France, is finishing his 
second three-month stint. Vicky 
Maguire, 32, from Wales, is using 
her two weeks of holidays to 
come back a second time. Gregor 
Ernst, 20, came for seven months 
from Philadelphia last year, and 
returned to mark Katrina’s 10- 
year anniversary and help fin¬ 
ish the childhood home of one 
resident he’s close with, and see 
another finally move home. 

Paul fields daily calls from resi¬ 
dents looking for help, and sees 
no end to the work, “as long as I

can keep the lights on.” 

New Orleans, in all its grit and 
joie de vivre, is Paul’s home now. 

“You wander down the street 
and there’s a guy in a prom dress 
riding a bicycle and there’s a 
naked women and they’re all 
drinking mai tais,” she says, and 
laughs. “It is a passionate and 
spectacular place to live.” 

In the midst of efforts to re¬ 
build this community, lowernine. 
org has created one of its own 
— of eager international volun¬ 
teers and determined local resi¬ 
dents reclaiming their homes. Jo¬ 
seph says the volunteers who’ve 
helped him know they’re always 
welcome at his new, old house. 

“I get each one of them to fill 
out a card about their stay here, 
and they can make you ciy,” he 
says. “You get to be family.”

Burger King is hoping to set aside 
its rivalry with McDonald’s Corp., 
at least for a day. 

The fast-food chain is reaching 
out to its longtime competitor 
with an unusual proposal: cre¬ 
ate a hybrid of each company’s 
signature burger — Big Mac and 
Whopper — and then sell it at a 
pop-up restaurant in Atlanta for 
one day. The profits would go to 
an organization that promotes 
world peace. 

“We’re being completely 
transparent with our approach 
because we want them to take 
it seriously,” said Fernando 
Machado, senior vice-president 
for global brand management at 
Burger King, in a statement. “It 
would be amazing if McDonald’s 
agrees to do this.” 


STOCK MARKET 

TSX rises, indexes 
soar in New York 


The Toronto Stock Exchange was 
solidly higher Wednesday, while 
indexes in New York soared as 
buyers flocked back to end a six- 
day slide, the longest on Wall 
Street in more than three years. 

In Toronto, the S&P/TSX com¬ 
posite jumped up 230.66 points 
to 13,381.591 after seeing an 
earlier triple-digit advance evap¬ 
orate into a slight loss before 
ramping up again in the late 
afternoon. 

Meanwhile in New York, an¬ 
other afternoon surge Wednes¬ 
day gave the stock market its 
best day in close to four years, as 
stocks rebounded from a week- 
long slump. 

The three major U.S. indexes 
dropped six days in a row head¬ 
ing into Wednesday on concern 


that China’s economy is weaker 
than investors had previously 
thought. That was the longest 
market slide in more than three 
years. 

The turnaround at least tem¬ 
porarily ended the bleeding 
that has driven investors from 
the market and wiped out tril¬ 
lions of dollars in asset values, 
but there was no guarantee it 
would put an end to the recent 
volatility. 

Stock markets around the 
world have been in flux for more 
than a week amid deep plunges 
on China’s main market and a 
decision by its central bank to 
devaluate the yuan in a move to 
stimulate its slowing economy.

Windows 10 installed on 
75M devices: Microsoft 

Microsoft said Wednesday 
that its new Windows 10 soft¬ 
ware is running on more than 
75 million computers, tablets 
and other devices — in just 
under a month since the oper¬ 
ating system was released. 

Analysts say that's a good 
start, although the company 
is hoping to get the software 
installed on a billion devices 
over the next three years. 

Computer-makers are 
hoping to get a boost from 
consumer interest in Windows 
10, which manufacturers are 
making available on new ma¬ 
chines being sold this fall. But 
I DC noted in its report that 
Microsoft is also offering the 
new software as a free down¬ 
load for people who want to 
install it on their existing PCs.

Built into Messenger, “M” is 
Faceoolc’s new personal assistant 
and potential “Siri” competitor. 

Rumours have been circulat¬ 
ing about a Facebook personal 
assistant since July. Facebook 
has confirmed that the familiar 
“Hello Siri” may have a competi¬ 
tor in the form of “M.” 

Faceboolc’s Vice President 
of Messaging Products David 
Marcus wrote on his Wall that 
“Today we’re beginning to test a 
new service called M. M is a per¬ 
sonal digital assistant inside of 


Messenger that completes tasks 
and finds information on your 
behalf. It’s powered by artificial 
intelligence that’s trained and 
supervised by people.” 

The difference between “M” 
and functions such as “Siri” or 
“Cortana” is that users only 
need the Facebook Messenger 
application, not a specific plat¬ 
form. 

At the moment, “M” is only 
available in veiy limited release 
to users in the Bay Area, as part

© The last thread of 
Harper's version is now so 
frayed, it speaks to his lack 
of an alternative explanation 
that he is still hanging on to it 
for dear life. 


By the time Mike Duffy’s 
trial wraps up later this 
year, voters will already 
have rendered their election 
verdict on Stephen Harper. 
But regardless of whether 
the disgraced senator turns 
out to be guilty in the eye 
of the law, in the court of 
public opinion the tenuous 
case designed to insulate the 
Conservative leader from a 
scandal involving his closest 
aides has already been blown 
out of the water. 

From the outset, accepting 
Harper’s contention that he 
was unaware of the extra¬ 
ordinary decision of then- 
PMO chief of staff Nigel 
Wright to secretly reimburse 
Duffy’s unallowable expenses 
involved a significant leap 
of faith. 

And yet, until the latest 
court developments, more 
than a few parliamentary 
insiders — including veteran 
political journalists such as 
myself and, more important¬ 
ly, CTV bureau chief Robert 
Fife who broke the story — 
were willing to at least enter¬ 
tain the notion that Harper’s 
version of events could be 
true. 

For one, despite the talk 
of an all-knowing omnipo¬ 
tent Prime Minister’s Office, 
files have been known to fall 
through the cracks. 

The fact that the PMO has 
its finger in virtually eveiy 
government pie actually 
tends to make such occur¬ 
rences more frequent. 

An octopus does not have 
eyes to match its many ten¬ 
tacles. 

As the PMO was deal¬ 
ing with Duffy, Wright and 
Harper had many other irons 
in the fire, including a ma¬ 
jor trade agreement with 
the European Union and the 
planning of a mid-mandate 


cabinet shuffle. 

And then, it was initially 
suggested that the loop with¬ 
in which Wright had oper¬ 
ated was so small that the 
stratagem could have been 
engineered without Harper 
getting wind of it. 

That thesis fell apart when 
hundreds of email exchan¬ 
ges between Wright, various 
PMO staffers and the Con¬ 
servative leadership in the 
Senate were brought to light 
by the RCMP investigation. 

As of that point, only a 
bit of chicken wire still held 
Harper’s stoiy together and 
it centred on the notion that 
Ray Novak, the aide most 
likely to have his back, was 
not in on the Duffy fix. 

In the words of campaign 
spokesman Koiy Teneyclce, it 
would have been “unfathom¬ 
able” in light of the close 
relationship between the two 
that Novak would not have 
shared the information with 
Harper.

As an expatriate, I 
don't have the moral 
right to vote at home

You're either in or you're out. 

When it comes to deciding 
who forms a government, 
non-resident citizens are def¬ 
initely out, and that includes 
me. 

Here's how it works in this 
country: If you're Canadian 
and you haven't lived here 
for five years, you can't vote. 
That's it. Thank you and 
goodbye. 

The issue became promin¬ 
ent in this federal campaign 
after the Ontario Court of 
Appeal decided the law 
should stay as is. This made 
Canadian actor Donald Suth¬ 
erland unhappy; he resides 
stateside but he wants a 
ballot. 

Sutherland argues he 
deserves a say because he 
identifies as Canadian. I 
disagree. 

I'm a Scot and a British cit¬ 
izen, and I've been a perma¬ 
nent resident of Canada for 
2-1/2 years. Despite leaving 
the U.K., I have a legal right 
to vote there in national elec¬ 
tions until 15 years after my 
departure. 

I don't exercise that right. 

Don't misunderstand me: I 
know the value of it. I'm aware 
of the struggle by activists, 
across many years, to see 
universal suffrage estab¬ 
lished. People died to give me 
a great gift that I have chosen 
not to use. 

I voluntarily abstained from 
voting in this spring's U.K. 
general election. And, last 


year, when Scots cast ballots 
on independence from the 
U.K., I was denied a say due to 
non-residence. I agreed that 
was right, though it broke my 
heart. Scotland voted "no," 
but I'm not giving my opinion. 

I don't live there. 

And that's the point. I 
identify as Scottish. Anyone 
who knows me, and has 
tried to penetrate my accent, 
knows I'm about as Scottish 
as it gets. I'm engaged and 
informed and I miss the place. 
But I won't vote there. 

In the '80s, Margaret 
Thatcher's government intro¬ 
duced ballots for expatriates 
even if they'd been gone for 
20 years. It's reasonable to 
assume she expected to pick 
up votes from wealthy expats. 
The cynicism of that appalls 
me. 

If you permanently leave a 
country, you should shut up. 
You can identify as anything, 
be it Scottish, Cornish or 
Viking, but if you decide to be 
resident elsewhere you stop 
being invested in that place, 
whether it's immediately, after 
five years or after 15.1 think 
that connection starts dimin¬ 
ishing within months, not 
years, and, if you vote, it's like 
you're voting from a past life. 

A legal right is not a moral 
right and, unless you live with 
the consequences of an elec¬ 
tion, there in that place, it's 
wrong to interfere. 

That applies in Canada, 

I would argue. Like Donald 
Sutherland, I don't have a 
vote here. But I do live here. 

And, one day, if I gain Can¬ 
adian citizenship, I will vote 
with pride.

Weeks earlier, after Keita’s first night in 
Clarkson — in a forty-dollar-a-night mo¬ 
tel that did not demand ID because he 
paid cash up front — he had gone run¬ 
ning in Ruddings Park.

We want the government of Free¬ 
dom State to hear our voices and to stop 
deporting people who are found without 
papers.” The jogger tapped his shoul¬ 
der familiarly, like a friend might have 
done back home. “We need people in the 
movement.” 

Keita nodded noncommittally. 

“By the way, you run beautifully. Are 
you an elite marathoner?” 

“I was. Now I’m just running to stay 
alive.” 

“You could be a role model for our 
cause.” 

“Sony,” Keita repeated, “but I can’t 
help you right now.” And with that, he 
accelerated and left the jogger behind. 



Keita was heeding the advice not to 
travel by car. Though his muscles were 
aching, he was sitting at the back of a 
bus in the Buttersby station, waiting for 
it to depart for Clarkson. He had killed 
several hours in the pub, where he sat 
in a comer, facing a wall, nursing tea 
and shepherd’s pie and hoping to avoid 
attention. Nobody knew his name or a 
thing about him, or cared if he was cold 
or hungry or afraid, but he feared that 
everyone noticed him. 

Keita had boarded the bus the minute 
the doors opened. The less he was in 
public view, the better. He chose a win¬ 
dow seat near the back. He had barely 
sat down when a boy — perhaps only 
twelve years old but travelling alone — 
took the seat beside him. 

To take his mind off his troubles, Keita 
had turned on his iPod, put the buds in 
his ears and listened to a country song 
about a man with a broken heart.

Keita found it odd that here, in one 
of the richest nations of the world, bad 
grammar seemed acceptable in music. 
Still, the words and music were catchy, 
and he hummed along until a woman 
across the aisle gave him a nasty look. He 
stopped and unplugged the iPod. He had 
to be careful. One did not hum or sing in 
public in Freedom State — neither while 
walking around the street nor while 
sitting on a bus. People in this country 
took it as a sign of mental imbalance. To 
Keita, that itself was insanity.

Encamacion grand slam

Toronto wins 
its fifth game 
on roll to stay 
top of AL East 

Edwin Encamacion hit a grand 
slam to extend his hitting streak 
to 21 games, helping David Price 
get a win on his 30th birthday 
in Toronto’s 12 A victoiy against 
the Texas Rangers on Wednes¬ 
day night. 

Encarnacion sent his 26th 
homer into the Blue Jays’ bull¬ 
pen in left-centre after Kevin 
Pillar opened a six-run sixth in¬ 
ning with a long ball that chased 
Texas starter Colby Lewis (14-6). 
Lewis issued four of a season- 
high 11 walks by Rangers pitch¬ 
ers. Pitching on his birthday for 
the first time in the majors, 
Price (13-4) threw five score¬ 
less innings after allowing Ad¬ 
rian Beltre’s two-run homer in 
the first. 

The AL East-leading Blue Jays 
won their fifth straight, while 
the Rangers dropped a half-game 
behind Minnesota in the race for 
the second AL wild card. 

Jose Bautista walked four 
times and scored twice as To¬ 
ronto went two games up in the 
division on the New York Yan¬ 
kees, who lost to Houston 6-2. 
The Astros moved 5-1/2 games 
ahead of Texas atop the AL West. 

Lewis threw two of three wild

pitches by the Rangers — both 
during a 10-pitch at-bat that 
ended with former Texas player 
Justin Smoalc’s two-run homer 
to break a 2-all tie in the fifth 
inning. 

Smoalc’s 13th long ball hit 
off the facade of the upper deck 
in right field and extended To¬ 
ronto’s franchise record to 16 
straight road games with a 
homer. Encarnacion’s second 
grand slam of the season — 
both against the Rangers — and 
the eighth of his career ended 
a stretch of six straight batters 
reaching to start the sixth. Pil¬ 
lar’s eighth homer was one of 
his three hits. 

After Texas reliever Spencer 
Patton walked two and didn’t 
retire any of the five batters 
he faced, Sam Freeman walked 
four more. Anthony Bass had a 
wild pitch that scored Troy Tu- 
lowitzki for a 12-2 lead in the 
seventh as Toronto set a club 
record with its 20th game of 
at least 10 mns. 

Price retired the last nine hit¬ 
ters he faced after the Rangers 
started the fourth with a single 
by Mike Napoli and a walk to 
Elvis Andrus, who was celebrat¬ 
ing his 27th birthday. The left¬ 


handed ace is 4-0 in five starts 
since the Blue Jays acquired him 
from Detroit the day before the 
July 31 trade deadline. 

It was Price’s second straight 
win in Texas, where he had a 
7.36 ERA in five starts coming 
in. He allowed five hits and two 


mns with eight strikeouts in his 
first appearance at the Rangers 
since a complete game in Tampa 
Bay’s 5-2 victoiy in an AL wild¬ 
card tiebreaker in 2013. 

Beltre put Texas ahead 2-0 
with his 407th homer, tying 
with Duke Snider at No. 51 on 


the career list. Shin-Soo Choo 
had a two-run single among his 
three hits. 

Lewis, going for a career high 
in wins, allowed six hits and 
five mns — four earned — in 
five innings.

Justin Verlander lost a bid 
for his third no-hitter when 
Chris lannetta lined a lead- 
off double in the ninth in¬ 
ning that landed barely fair 
on the left-field line, and the 
Detroit Tigers beat the Los 
Angeles Angels 5-0 Wed¬ 
nesday night. 

Trying to become the 
sixth major leaguer to throw 
three no-hitters, Verlander 
settled instead for a one-hit 
shutout.

chalk and rolled into the 
left-field corner. Verlander 
attempted to will it foul with 
body English, then arched 
his back in disappointment 
after the ball hit right on the

Rooney's scoring touch

Wayne Rooney ended a 10- 
game scoring drought by 
grabbing a hat trick in Man¬ 
chester United's 4-0 win 
at Club Brugge that eased 
the English team into the 
Champions League group 
stage on Wednesday. 

United won 7-1 on aggre¬ 
gate and returned to Eur¬ 
ope's premier competition 
after a one-year absence. 

Rooney's confidence 
grew after putting United 
ahead in Belgium in the 
20th with a lobbed finish 
over the diving goalkeep¬ 
er, his first club goal since 
April 4. The England captain 
added more goals in the 
49th and 57th minutes as 
Brugge's defence failed re¬ 
peatedly.
